olf a pionace of HLM.S. Edgar, and the conse~ 
quent drowning of forty-etght men, were brought 
to Shanghil by (he Ruselan gunboat 
Gremyasichy thls morning, The Gremyastchy 
was lylog off Rose Istand when the accident 
eccurred and witnessed tho sad affair, the 
straggles cf the sallors trylng, many. tn valo, to 
swim. against a strong current to resch 
oni ofewat—-Fortanately;—the 
sinking of tho boat was also witnessed by 
those on watch on’ the other men-of- 
united efforts were promptly made to 
sallors strogeling in the water, I 
on the morning of the 13th instant, 
sallors were landed on Rose Island, which Iles 
fa front of Chemulpo Polnt, for gunnery drill, 
The weather was quite fine at the tlme, though 
* w strong wind was. blowing from the North. 
_ west, At half-past one, one party of the sallozs, 
' mumbering 7x men and sx officers, put off in a 
large elxteen-oared open plnnace to return to the 
Edgar, At this time the water was very rough, 
the Udea meeting, and a ctrong wind blowing ; It 
was also very cold, the thermometer registering 
elght degrees. Lylog aboot elght cable lengths 
from the point of Rose Istand, exactly opposit 
was the French crufser déger, With a leading. 
wind the men tried'to sail the boat, proceeding 
first {n the direction of the AJger, but the win: 
wag too strong, the.water too rough and there 
waa p five-knot current running, cons¢quently 
the sall was dropped. Whilst this.was belo 
done, the boat took a quantity of water on bo: 
This Impeded the progress of the boat, it 
belng so heavily Jaden, and suddenly o 
wave broke over the boat ‘and i{t filled 
immediately and sank at threa cables’ disiancs 
from the point {¢ bad but recently left, Tha 
brat sank about alx cables north.of the Russian 
gunboat Koreyfe, and at abont three cables 
south of this vessel was the Edgar, Thus the 


. Koreyta wasdhectly tn the Sdgar's Hoo of 


sightof the accldent and those oa board the 
latter vessel fatled to sea the’ boat sink. About 
midway between the Koreyts and Edgar, alow 
cablen estward, was the Gremyasichy, and three 
cables south of her was the ForSfown. Thus 
the sad accident was tn view of all the ships but 
the Edgar. Immediately on. the disaster taking 
"place those on watch onthe Alger and Gramy, 
asichy raised the alarm, which the other vessels 
Promptly took up. The first boat to get the 
, fcene was the steam lunch of the Gramyastchy, 
fortunately lying handy with steam'up. Enaign 
Ateals Westelago was in charge of this launch 
and he succeeded [n saving five officers and nine 
sullors,” The officers were floating on the oars, 
and four sallora were saved whilat clinging to an 
empty barrel which fortunately bad been in 
the boat, The Alger sent an open launch and 
picked up.an officer: and eight sailors, but her 
steam-lauoch was at Chemulpo, The Yorssows, 
U.S. cralser, sent a stea nch ahd "the 
Koreyto sent a boat and (sted in the 
saving altogether of twenty-three men, Sadly 
‘enough the Adgar, belog unable to seo the 
disaster, was the last tolower a boat, and unfor- 
tonately her steam launch was on shore,’ 
The cause of the accident is attributed to the fact 
that the boat was too heavily laden considering 
. the sea was.so rough, Oneofthe men saved by 
the Alger afterwards dled on board- from 
exposure, as the weather was exceedingly’ cold, 
The Edgar sent down. divers to recover any 
bodies, guns and the launch, bat when the 
Gremyastchy \eft nothing had been brought up,

“SCUTTLE A STEAMER,

: SHANGHAI, November agth, | 

Two Niagpo men, boatawain and carpenter 
respectively of the China Navigation Co,'s 
steamer. Whamgoa, Captaln Goodall, were 
charged {n the Mixed Court this morning, before 
the Magistrate and M:, Scott, (British Assessor), 
with malictously and wilfally damaging a water 
pipe fn the hold of the sald steamer, thereby 
causing damage to the ship and cargo to the 
extent of Tis, 1,000, at sea, between Newchwang 
and Shanghaf, The prisoners wera arrested on 
& warrant. issued by the British Court, and in 
the ordinary course of thlogs they would have 
appeared before that: tribunal, but the charge 
was too serious for the British authorities to 
deal with and the prisoners wera accordingly 
sent before thelr own Magistrate, Theevidence 
adduced this morning revealed @ deliberate and 
Giabolical attempt on.the part of the prisoners 
to scuttle and stok the ship,.wheo sho was 
about 200 miles off the South-east Promontory 
On the 13th Inst, on a voyage from Shengbal 
to Newchwat ¢ with a general cargo, Captain 
Goodall stated that on the 13th {nst; when the 
ship was in the position mentioned, ho caused 
the ballast tank to be filled, The after-held 


‘was closed and the prisoners were the last on 


board who were fn that-hold before {t was bat- 
taned down, - Shortly before they left it 
the chief officer was down’ there. and every: 
thing was theo in perfect order, Somo hours 
later,by the mereat accident, the hold was 
Qpencd again, when three feet of water wat’ 
found, and alarge quantity of the cargo 8; 
Subsequently a water pipe leading from the ballast 
tank to the hold was found td have a large hole 
{a it through which the water was pouring out, 
and a crowbar, discovered lylog ‘close by, was 
found to fit exactly: Into the cut, There could 
be no doabtthatthe hola had been made with 
thecrowbar. The damaged section of the pipe 
and the crowbar were exhibited to the trate, 
whoexpress¢d himself satisfied that the hols

thecolonies. The reasonablencas of the colonies 
being reqatred to afd tn maintaining the Navy 
has been’ {nelsted upon by many of tho’ 
disputants, This hee been acquicsced in on 
the part of the colonies, bat It 1s contended that 
{f Great Britain's dependencies agree to pay a 
sharo of the expence of maintaining the Davy, 
proporilonrte to, say, thelr poptlation, {t follows 
that they must be allowed a voice in deciding 
upon.the dispotition of the fleet in times of 
Peace and in times of war, To this exception is 
taken by some Impertailsts, of whom the London 
Times ls tha mouthploce, The Times says, (a 
effect; Great Britain ‘In order to protect her 
commerce must be ‘snpreme on the ocean, To 


Hasure this supremacy, {f she did not possess 0 


single colony in any part of the world, she must 
maintain. m fleet superior to that of any other 
nation, If that fleet protec! the c lon'es as well as 
the mércantila marine of the Emplee, very good, 
That fs an incidental consequence. The malo 
objectof the navy—the redson for tts existence~- 
is to protectthe commerce of the nation, Io
